IlrownelL feeling that the musket 


properly belonged to hiax, kept track 
of it. tracing it after the disband- 
mtctof the zouaves to a private ia 
the regular army, who) bore it with 
him over the plaits, and used it effect 
tuilly at many a conflict with the In- 
dians. I'.rowne!! continued his efTorts 
to get possession of the weapon, acd 
at last, by the assistance of an army 
friend. It was returned to him. . There 
is no doubt of its identity, llrowcell's 
initials (F. U) cut upoa the stock are 
still there, and other marks folly as 
identifying. This famous musket he 
caused to be deposited In the state de- 
partment. Albany, and where tbe coat 
aad hat of CoL KUsworth are also "oa 
Clr," and wili for ages to come remain 
a memento of the terrible tragedy and 
and a souvenir of the bold avenger. 


There is another historical incident 


in connection with the shooting of Ells-

The instant Krown- 
cll brought his musket tr> bear upon 
the assassin he Cred the fatal shotand 
at the same instant Jacksoa fell dead 
in front of hit bedroom door, out of 
which he had rushed, gun In hand, ti> 
take vengeance oa the man who had 
ascended to the roof of the building to 
haul down the confederate banner that 
Coated from the Cagstaff. Ellsworth 
took the lead of tlie escort, and with 
his own hands pul'e-d do\vn the flag, 
and also took the lead in descending 
frora the roof, and had the banner in 
his hands when ho received the fatal 
shot.
